A PHOSPHORESCENT METAL 


Fwrad That I* of » Very 


A great deal of speculation has been 


C*UMd by the discovery, about 80 miles 
from Boise, Ida., of a mineral -which 
haft illuminating power. The discovery 
was made by George F. Ayres, a well 
known man of Boise, in one of his 
nilnes. At the time he did not think 
much of the matter and therefore paid 
no attention to It.

RAILROADING 


With a vievv to preventing accidents 


at level cro^higs and collisions in the 
nelghborhond of railway stations a 
very ingenious mechanism has been 
tried in France. It consists essentially 
of a huge hook or catch made of iron, 
vvhich is connected with a lever at the 
station by means of a wire, through 
which a current of electricity passes. 
When it is lying in its place, the train 
passes ovrr it quite ensily. but as soon 
as it is ratted it catches a lever which 
Is attached to the engine. 
Tie lover thus caught causes an air 


valve on the engine to open automatic- 
ally nnd applies the brake1, nt once, so 
that the whole train Is brought to ft 
Rtandstill within a very short distance.

SUBSTITUTES FOR COAL. 


Some Device* T'ard io Lenm-u -the 


Fnt-1 BIB1. 


Many substitutes, more or less in- 


genious, have been brought into requi- 
sition to keep the contents of the coal 
cellar above low water mark. 


GUP of the most useful of these vari- 


etis- devices has been the employment 
of bath brick soaked in oil. The brick 
is llrnt broken into pieces about the 
average size of the lumps of coal used 
for domestic purposes and then placed 
for a rousid°rable time in a pall of 
common paraffin or petroleum until 
it is thoroughly impregnated with the 
oil. 
It Is then placed on the fire with 


n pair of tongs in the usual way, and 
has been fouud to burn longer and 
oost less than coal. 


As the pJeces of brick bum out, or, 


rather, ihe oil with -which they are 
soaked is consumed, they should be 
removed and replaced by fresh pieces 
while the first lot are being allowed to 
cool before resoaking. 


Cinders have also been dipped in oil 


and used two or three times over, mid 
these also effect a saving, though not 
so great as when bath brick is the ab- 
sorbent material.

pressed Into small bundles very tightly 
and fastened in that condition with 
wire have contributed their share to- 
ward economizing the coal bill, and 
paper served iu this way is said to lake 
as long to consume as coal itself. The 
ouly drawback to its employment is 
the great amount of ash which it 
creates. 


J'ieces of cocoanut shell are valuable 


stimulants to a dying fire, and orange 
peel should never be thrown away, but 
kept dried and u«ed for the same pur- 
pose, as It contains a large q u a n t i t y of 
a vegetable oil which blazes merrily.

space IK tilled. 


The "new stars" of history have not 


been numerous, only 20 having been 
goted since 134 B. C., the date of tho 
first authentic record. Yet 1.1 were ob- 
uerved ju the nineteenth century nnd 
K\\ in the las| decade, live of the latter 
being found on Harvard photographs. 
Of the total 13 were bright enough to 
be seen by the naked eye. 


The number hyq shown n very rapid 


iucrei'.'x- with progress in star survey- 
ing, nnd, as the largest telescopes show 
some 10,(KM) tunes as many stars as the 
unaided vision. It may be assumed that 
complete nnd constant observation of 
the entire heavens to the limits of tele- 
scopic range will make the flashing 
up of some distanl sun an almost daily 
occurrence. 


The AtluHC-K of the Moon. 


Professor Prlnz of the Royal observa- 


tory of I'elgium is an expert in lunar 
photography. 
In a recent article he 


speaks of the different photographic 
jitlnses- of the moon as follows: "The 
atlas published by the Paris observa- 
tory is the most beautiful.

NEWWIRELES5TELEGRAPHY 


Efllcnoy of M. Poi«p'« Syitem of 


Earth Wnvea Proved. 


Paris, July 2,—Some exceedingly In- 


teresting descriptions of the new sys- 
tem of wireless telegraphy vcere given 
yesterday at Le Veslnet, a little subur- 
ban hamlet on the St. Germain-en-Laye 
road, before 50 or CO spectators, prin- 
cipally representatives of "the Paris 
press. 


The Inventors or discoverers' of this 


system are Colonel Pilowski. an engi- 
neer otHcer In the Russian army, and 
M. Victor Popp, a well known elec- 
trical engineer, whose name has been 
attached to several useful and valua- 
ble inventions. 
Within tlie narrow 


limits imposed for the experlaients yes- 
terday they were a complete success. 


Although the electrical Installation at 


Le Vesinet Ifi of the most primitive and 
temporary character, a number of mes- 
sages were dispatched by the transmit- 
ting instrument iu. a villa In the Hue 
Pasteur and received In another villa 
situated about (500 meters distant with- 
out the slightest hitch. 


One striking feature about M. Popp's 


system Is its extreme simplicity. Xo 
tail masts are required, as is necessary 
with the Marconi method. It is terres- 
trial rather than aerial that Is to say, 
the electric waves fulhm the surface of 
the earth. There is consequently noth- 
ing spectacular in the apparatus. 
It 


consists simply of two electrodes sep- 
arated by a distance that varies accord- 
Jog: to the distance of the place with 
which 't is desired to communicate. 
The negative is placed on a sheet of 
glass as Isolator on the surface. Tlu1 
positive is buried in the earth nt a 
depth of from 3'A to 4 meters. 
These 


two electrodes are connected to the 
transmitting apparatus.
